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to the dawn of telecommunications 1s find- 
ing a new following among the most tech- 
no-savvy, who often learn about it through 
the Internet. Web sites for fans abound, fea- 
turing everything from poetic paeans to 
Morse (“Code Ode’) to minutia like the 
American Morse symbol for a comma 
(*—+—). More than 20 audio and computer 
software programs promise to teach the 
code to a generation that never actually saw 
itused. Young enthusiasts are also driving 
up the value of old telegraph sets, doubling 
prices in just the last five years, collectors 
say. : 

The American-Radio Relay League, a 
national group based in Newington, Conn., 
says that at least 85,000 of its members use 
Morse regularly, though they can now get 
amateur radio licenses that don’t require 
knowledge of the code. Some take part in 
Morse contests, competing to transcribe 
quickly and accurately from a radio broad- 
cast. Radio Morse even appeared at the 
recent Miss America pageant, when sev- 
eral volunteers sent messages to contes- 
tants’ friends and families in code, using 
their own backstage machines. 

Derek Cohn, a longtime ham-radio user, 
decided to take his Morse fixation even 
further a few years ago. The 35-year-old 
computer programmer learmed how to use a 
telegraph from a 96-year-old retired opera- 
tor. Now, his St. Louis apartment is lined 
with glass cases of Morse equipment, and 
he does telegraph demonstrations at schools 
and museums. The old-fashioned instru- 
ment, and its simple code, are a refuge from 
his job fixing software glitches at a tele- 
phone company, which keeps him on call 
via beeper and cell phone 24 hours a day, 
Mr. Cohn says. “This is the antithesis of 
what I do at work,” he says. “It’s a good 
place to hide from my technology.” A four- 
year-old research group called Morse 2000 
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uses the code to help people with disabili- 
ties communicate, sometimes with nothing 
more than long and short eye blinks. The 
organization, based in Eau Claire, Wis., 
says interest is rising: Readership for its 
publication, MORSEIs, has grown from 45 
to 2,600 in the last two years. Next month, 
leaders hope that educators will converge in 
Bloomington, Minn., for perhaps the first 
academic Morse conference, with talks on 
everything from “the standardization of 
Morse-characters for computer access” to 
“signal detection, in noise.” 

But no one uses Morse more religious- 
ly than the 2,400 members of the Morse 
Telegraph Club, which has made its own 
green eyeshades to mimic the ones tele- 
graph operators once wore. The group 
meets every year on the birthday of Samuel 
F.B. Morse, presenting, naturally enough, 
the opening prayer in code. It publishes its 
own newspaper, Dots and Dashes, featuring 
code-related reminiscences, the Morse in 
the Movies column for film buffs and an 
obituary section called “Silent Keys.” 

Every Saturday, club members hook 
up their old telegraphs for a weekly party 
line, using modems to adjust the century- 
old technology to modern phone wires. 

Most of the time, the members use 
Morse talks to keep up and exchange gos- 
sip, from occasional updates about cattle to 
the reports on Alaska weather. One mem- 
ber found out about the birth of his first 
grandchild via telegraph—after his tele- 
phone broke. For Mr. Adkins, the club’s 
current president, the talks are also a way to. 
maintain the language. “It’s a part of histo- 
ry,” he says. “Our mission is to keep it 
going.”

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The Internet Generation Taps Into Morse Code

FREEPORT, III.-On a recent Sunday 
afternoon, Jim Adkins went down in his 
basement to talk with a friend at the other 
end of the state. But he didn’t log onto his 
nearby computer, or dial the telephone sit- 
ting on his small desk. Instead, the retired 
railroad dispatcher sat at a 50-year-old tele- 
graph and tapped Out ecee 6 —eee co — — 
(Hi Bill). A moment later, he got a respond- 
ing pattern of clicks. “Lets us keep in 
touch,” says Mr. Adkins, 67 years old, who 
uses the telegraph for regular chats with 
other members of the Morse Telegraph 
Club. Morse code, the 153-year- 
old system of dots and dashes 
that displaced the Pony Express, 
still plays a role in the age of 
cell phones and modems. A decade after 
the last telegraph circuit shut down, and two 
years after the U.S. Coast Guard stopped 
monitoring Morse radio transmissions, an 
odd alliance of hobbyists, academics and 
military officers is keeping it alive with a 
variety of newuses. Some aficionados even 
argue that a small Morse renaissance is 
under way, with everyone from disabled 
students to amateur radio operators master- 
ing the code. “People think Morse is outdat- 
ed and unsophisticated,” says Gerald Wheel- 
er, whose Palm Desert, Calif., company 
sells 100 copies a month of a Morse tutorial 
program for Windows 95. “But it still has 
many uses.” Indeed, Morse plays a hidden 
part even in. highly technical procedures 
like landing an airplane. Code broadcasts 
identify U.S. airport radio frequencies, 
where pilots tune in to guide their planes 
onto the runway. Buoys outside major ports 
have Morse identifiers, which respond to 
radar scans from cargo vessels looking for 


the proper channel to enter. All students at 
the U.S. Naval Academy still learn Morse 
in their first year, in case they someday have 
to communicate in battle by flashing lights 
from ship to ship. “You don’t want to have 
an officer out there who doesn’t know Morse 
code,” says Lt. James Santomour, an in- 
structor at the academy. “It’s vital.” Of 
course, the code’s role today is minuscule 
compared with the historical importance of 
Morse, once the only way to send messages 
quickly across the country. It was devel- 
oped by Samuel F.B. Morse, the inventor of 
the telegraph, who used it to transmit the 
first telegraphed message (“What Hath God 
Wrought?) from Washington 
to Baltimore in 1844. During the 
19th century, the code was used 
to transmit Wall Street buy and 
sell orders, monitor speeding freight trains 
and broadcast the correct time so that peo- 
ple nationwide could set their clocks. Civil 
War generals got intelligence from Morse 
operators who carried telegraphs in hot-air 
balloons above enemy troops. Americans 
learned of Lindbergh’s landing in Paris 
from an overseas Morse dispatch. The last 
radio message from the sinking Titanic in 
1912 was the ominous «++ ——- +++ (SOS) 
ocean distress signal. But few wanted to 
deal with dashes and dots once modern 
phones appeared. The then-Western Union 
Co. (now a unit of payment-services com- 
pany First Data Corp.) sent its last Morse 
telegram in 1960. Cargo ships now carry 
cell phones and can use satellites to send 
faxes from the middle of the ocean to offic- 
es around the world. Even the Boy Scouts 
of America scuttled Morse in 1991, citing 
lack of interest. “It was the least popular 
merit badge in the organization,” says a 
spokesman. Oddly, though, this throwback

ARRL Executive Vice President David 
Sumner, K1ZZ, said it’s essential that the 
FCC make Supplement B available in time 
for hams to complete their evaluations to 
meet the deadlines in the rules. 

ARRL Lab Supervisor Ed Hare, 
WI1RFI, who’s been involved in reviewing 
the draft supplement, said he expects the 
FCC to release it sometime in November. 
‘Above all, it is important that the required 
station evaluation be as easy as possible for 
hams,” he said. ““The FCC has pretty much 
met that goal. Additionally, most hams, by 
virtue of their power levels, will not need to 
do an evaluation at all.” 

Section 97.13(c) says that before you 
transmit “from any place where the opera- 
tion of the station could cause human expo- 
sure to RF electromagnetic field levels in 
excess of those allowed,” you have to per- 
form a routine RF environmental evalua- 
tion if your transmitter PEP exceeds these 
limits: 160-40 meters, 500 W; 30 meters, 
425 W; 20 meters, 225 W; 17 meters, 125 
W; 15 meters, 100 W; 12 meters, 75 W; 10 
meters, 50 W; VHF (all bands), 50 W; 70 
cm, 70 W; 33 cm 150 W; 23 cm, 200 W, 13 
cm 250 W, SHF/EHF (all bands) 250 W. If 
the routine environmental evaluation indi- 
cates that the RF electromagnetic fields 
could exceed the maximum permissible 
exposure limits, you must take action to 
prevent human exposure. 

The new Forms 610 may be obtained

/ftp.fcc.gov/pub/Forms/ or by fax at 202- 
418-0177 (request index, or for Form 610 
use form code 000610, for Form 610A use 
form code 006101, for Form 610B use form 
code 006102). The FCC Forms Distribution 


Center will accept FCC forms orders at 800- 
418-3676. 

ARRL VEs and VE teams will be able 
to obtain a supply of the new Forms 610 in 
late November.

FCC announces electronic renewal 
Form 900 


Hams now can renew their licenses on line. 
The FCC’s Wireless Telecommunications 
Bureau (WTB) has consolidated eight re- 
newal forms into one form. Form 900, 
Application for Electronic Renewal of Wire- 
less Radio Services Authorizations, is an 
interim measure to permit all WTB licens- 
ees, including hams, to renew their licenses 
electronically. 

This form is only for renewals, not for 
license modifications. You can only enter 
changes (eg, name, address) using Form 
900 asa part of the process of renewing your 
license. You can only use Form 900 if the 
expiration date on your license falls within 
the renewal window (within 120 days of 
expiration). You cannot use Form 900 to 
renew an expired license. Form 900 may 
only be submitted electronically. No Form 
900 paper applications will be accepted. 
When filing Form 900, you will be required 
to enter a Social Security Number for a 
taxpayer ID number. 

Access Form 900 on the WTB Elec- 
tronic Commerce page,http: //www. fcc. gov/ 
wtb/electcom.htm1 (click on Production Page 
for Electronic Commerce Applications to 
access the Form 900). Click on any item 
number for filing instructions. Once you 
have filed the form, clicking on Electronic 
Renewal Query lets you view or print the 
information submitted. 

Once you have successfully submitted 
Form 900, it is important to click on the 
Continue button to obtain the fee informa- 
tion pertaining to your filing. The screen 
will prompt you with a Fee Remittance 


Advice, Form 159. The form will indicate 
that there is no charge to renew an Amateur 
Radio license (except for vanity call sign 
holders, who won’t have to renew for sev- 
eral more years yet). 

Form 900 updates will be batch pro- 
cessed at night. They are not instantaneous.

again. My subject is HR-2369, the Wire- 

less Privacy Enhancement Act of 1997. 
This pending work of art is apparently the 
result of Newt Gingrich’s indiscretion when 
using a cellular phone, and the recording 
and distribution of same. 

The author of this bill, W.J. Billy 
Tauzin, is Chairman of the Telecommuni- 
cation Subcommittee. The bill, according 
to QST (Nov. p.15). forbids the reception of 
CMRS, Commercial Mobile Radio frequen- 
cies. It has been loosely named the Scanner 
Law. I suspect that when Newt got his 
fingers burned, many of our congressmen 
said “there but for the grace of God go I.” 

We went down this road in 1967 with 
the City of Philadelphia and Ordinance 
2691 which specifically prohibited owning 
or using any radio capable of receiving 
police or fire frequencies. This bill allowed 
police to confiscate any radio they deemed 
so capable. It was later declared unconstitu- 
tional by Philadelphia Municipal Court. 

When any radio transmission leaves 
the antenna, is should be fair game for any 
listener—period. If the transmission is en- 
coded to prevent interception, so be it. But 
to make the reception of radio signals ille- 
gal is pure poppycock, and an infringement 
of your rights. What I do with the informa- 
tion I hear is another story entirely. That use 
is restricted by many existing rules. 

I doubt that anyone could seriously 
disagree with a penalty for the use of infor- 
mation obtained from monitoring any radio 
frequency. The key phrase is “what you do 
with what you hear.” Wreck chasers, jour- 
nalists looking for sensational exposure, 
etc. certainly deserve some scrutiny. But 


| guess it’s time I got up on my soapbox 


HR-2369 would make a 2 meter transceiv- 
er, which can receive frequencies above 
and below the 2-meter band, illegal to man- 
ufacture, sell, own or use. 

If this sounds to you like Greenpeace, 
minority discrimination, or any other term 
you want to use, then you had better read 
more on the subject. I have had it with 
legislators, working eight months a year,and 
getting fat salaries, trying to tell all of us 
what to do and how to do it. I consider this 
another example of our congressmen med- 
dling in something they know little about, 
and one of many attempts to regulate where 
regulation may not be in order. ‘CY A’ is the 
only term which will cover this action. 

Maybe some of my information is not 
completely accurate, but I’m sure you will 
get the impression that I am upset with this 
turn of events.

The big question lately has been, what are 
the differences between BBS programs? 
What is AX.25 versus TCP/IP? Well here’s 
a short answer. 


Some BBS Programs 


MSYS: This is a very good program put it 

has many shortcomings: 

l- It is limited to a maximum of 2,000 
messages. 

2- Ithas a maximum number of 6,500 Bids. 

3- Must be housecleaned by a Sysop. 

4- Can’t use add-on programs like Internet 
Gateway. 

5- Uses lots of memory. 


4RE: This is an older program, and not used 
very much in this area 


N3DFD: This program is written night here in 
our area, and is a very good program with few 
shortcomings. It gets better every week. 


F6FBB: This is one of the best BBS pro- 

grams out there. Its shortcomings are: 

l- It is a real bear to get running! 

2- It does more stuff, and takes more add- 
on programs than any one person can 
remember. 

Some good things: 

1- There is no maximum number of mes- 
sages (limited only by the size of your 
hard drive). 

2- It’s made to run remotely, so the Sysop 
does not have to babysit it. 

3- There are 1,000s of add-on programs. 


There are many many commands for Pack- 
et BBSs. The following are just the ones 
most commonly used in this area. From the 


user’s standpoint, they all work more or less 
the same. 


SP Send personal; SB Send Bulletin; RM 
Read Mine; KM Kill Mine; LM List mine; 
LB List Bulletin. 


The call book server works differently 
on most, as do the Internet gateways. The 
above are all AX.25 systems. The TCP/IP 
or NOS works a whole lot differently. 

With NOS you have an address (e.g. 
44.80.13.13) which is how your mail is 
routed to your mail drop. You can also get 
mail via the Internet through your router. 
The big downfall to NOS is that it is not 
routed as AX.25 from BBS to BBS to your 
home BBS. It must be routed, or hard cod- 
ed, from server to server, and if one goes 
down, it must be Sysop routed around the 
down station. When it is all working it 
works very well. In this area there is a very 
fine NOS system running. 

Neither time nor space permit long 
drawn-out explaining, but you can get me 
on the air. I monitor 224.68, 443.05, 146.835 
and 147.03 most of the tume, as I scan them 
mobile and at home. Or via packet

Wireless Privacy Enhancement Act of 1997 - Amends the Communications Act of 1934 
to prohibit modifying any electronic communication device, equipment, or system in a 
manner which fails to comply with regulations governing electronic eavesdropping 
devices. Directs the Federal Communications Commission (FCC): (1) to prescribe 
regulations denying equipment authorization for any scanning receiver capable of being 
equipped with devices that decode encrypted radio transmissions for purposes of unautho- 
rized interception; and (2) in response to changes in technology or behavior, to review and 
revise its definition of a "scanning receiver capable of readily being altered" as necessary 
to prevent commerce in devices that may be used unlawfully to intercept or divulge radio 
communication. 


Revises penalties for the unauthorized publication or use of electronic communications so 
as to apply to the unauthorized receipt, interception, divulgence, publication, or utilization 
of any such communication. Directs the FCC to investigate alleged violations and proceed 
to initiate action to impose forfeiture penalties. &
